Although nothing more was 
heard of the Axis plans to 
use Dakar against us. the Tu- 
nisian ports were later open- 
ed to Axis shipping, and 
played a part in feeding Rom- 
mel’s armies during the sum- 
mer of 1942. Now circum- 
stances had changed, and 
with them Darlan’s attitude, 
but whatever thoughts he 
might have nourished of 
aiding an. Anglo-American 
occupation of North-West 
Africa he was still bound to 
Pétain in form and in fact. 


He knew that if he went 
over to the Allies he would 
become personally responsible 
for the inevitable invasion 
and occupation by Germany 
of Unoccupied France.
